Al Cool Smoke. 


The problem of “ the cool smoke ”' is one 
which every smoker has tea contend with 
sooner or Jater.. By smoker I mean the 
pipe-user, since those futile makeshifts, 
cigarettes, do not come into the 
ment. A friend, well worthy of the title 
of smoker, deeply versed in the lore of 
the briar, whose racks are weighed down 
with the shells of old-tried frighds, tells 
me of an expedient which he tried not 
long ago with great success, arid which 
ence him with a most cool and de- 
ightful smoke. He bored two tiny holes 
just above the base of the bowl of a 
favourite briar, so that a draught of fresh 
air mingled with each whiff,» He held 
that the pipe was not impaired in any 
way, and that, in fact, its “‘life was 
thereby considerably lengthened.’’ The 
holes were pierced with a very fine drill, 
scarcely thicker than a knitting needle, 
which he bought for sixpence. He has 
since treated all his pipes. and has intro- 
duced the idea to his friends with unvary- 
ing success, 


Gulls on Shore. 


A pretty problem seems to be arising is. 
the near future for the already sorely-tried 
farmer. Numbers of gulls, mainly of the 
several commoner species, are taking very 
kindly to a shore life, and even in the 
suburban district where I live these birds 
are already haunting the gardens and 
back-yards. They are always hungry, and 
relieve the ducks and fowls of the neigh- 
bours of their rightful provender. No 
doubt, they do an immense amount of 
good by devouring the worms and insects 
turned up by os R and plough, but there 
is reason to believe that they will resort 
to other fare when these fail. In parts of 
Scotland root crops, such as turnips, 
swede and mangolds, are reported to suffer 
from the depredations of sea birds. Pos- 
sibly this is due to the economical habits 
of the thrifty Caledonian, who lets little 
go to waste, so that there is a sad 
deficiency of scraps; but the fact remains 
that the guils are not behaving as they 
should. Other members of the family, as 
the Great Black Back, have quite put 
themselves beyond the pale by the way 
they slay and devour, not only the young 
or wounded members of their kin, but 
rabbits, and even young lambs at times. 
In the Scilly Isles these great gulls lie in 
wait outside the nesting burrows of the 
peaceable and righteous puffins, and, when 
the householder bobs out of his front door, 
they will bow! him over before he has time 
t> defend himself and disembowel the poor 
wretch in an instant.

I was particularly interested to read 5: 
the. lecture given” in Boston on our 
National Museum ‘recently, as I have just 
heard of a similar paper read in Berne, 
famous for its bear’s den and clock tower, 
early this month, A Swiss lady, Mra. 
Thut, who visited Ireland last summer 
with her husband, the Director of the 
Electric Péwer Station of Berne, has bee’ 
lecturing on various Irish archeological 
objects of interest in Switzerland. The 
Irish godfather of her paper was Mr. Fay, 
Technical Director of the Electricity 
Suprly Board. During the summer visit 
of Mr. and Mrs. Thut, Mr. Fay showed 
them all that’ might be of common 
technical interest in Dublin. and the Swiss 
couple then visited Newgrange, Tara, 
Cashel, Ardmore and Glendalough. 
Formerly Mrs. Thut took a great interest 
in pre-historic antiquities, but until sha 
visited Ireland her knowledge was only 
theoretical. On visualising the various 
historic treasures both in the country and 
Kildare street Mrs. Thut decided to im- 
part her knowledge to a Berne audience. 
She illustrated her lecture with photo- 
graphs of Newgrange, Cashel, etc., and ot 
gold ornaments of various kinds. It ‘s 
gratifying to learn that her lecture aroused 
much interest in Berne, a university town 
and centre of learning, boasting itself an 


Templeogue was brought to Dublin for 
sale, the well at Dannard, some eighteen 
miles from the city, was a famous place. 
This well was situated in “cr lates 
romantic glyn,’’ and its water was said 
to be remarkably beneficiul to invalids. 
“ Before the present fashion of drinking 
the German Spaw,’’ someone wrote long 
ago, “‘this water used to be brought to 
Dublin and sold at St. Stephen’s Green, 
as appears jn an inscription in wood over 
the well at Dunnard.”’

Clocks. 


It is surprising how valuable old clocks 
may prove to be. A friend of mine tells 
me that there are quite a number of last 
century clocks in Ireland which are worth 
& great deal more than the average person 
thinks. At a recent New York sale a rare 
Charles II. palisander tall-case clock, 
, made by Samuel Knibb in London about 
1665, was sold for £1,000. A George I. 
walnut bracket clock fetched £600, and a 
William and Mary walnut marquetry 
clock, made by Daniel Quare, London, 
1695, went for £400. A similar price was 
given for a Chippendale carved mahogany 
clock. This was made by another famous 


London clock-maker, John Archambo.

He noticed, however, that for 
some reason or other his applause did not 
commend itself to his wife, who frowned 
at him and made repeated signals to him 
which he ignored. Continuing his 
applause to the end, he found, when the 
Frenchman rat down,, from a note his 
wife had hurriedly passed to him, that 
what he had been applauding so: loudly 
all the time was a translation of his own 
speech.

The British Empire will be represented bv 
over 4,200 Scouts at the fourth assin 
Jamboree, which will be held at Godollo, 
near Budapest, next August. For the past 
eighteen months the Hungarian Scouts have 
been arranging for this great gathering of 
the youth of the world, and the camping 
ground, which will cover 700 acres of the 
grounds of one of the Royal palaces, will 
have its own roads, lighting system, shopping 
centre, newspaper, theatre, cinema, and 
hospital. Even an aerodrome for aviator 
scouts is being provided. 

The Hungarian Government is taking a 
great interest in the undertaking, and has 
greatly facilitated the work of the Jamboree 
Committee. The Post Office authorities are 
preparing special stamps for issue in connec- 
tion with this event. The design will be the 
Miraculous Deer of Hungarian legend, 
which also has been chosen as the Jamboree 
emblem. and will be worn by every scout. 

In addition to the scouting displays, con- 
teste and other attractions, a series of excur- 
sions have been arranged for visiting scouts. 
One of these will be a full-day vi 


visit to all 
the places of interest in Budapest, which will 
be supplemented by tours to various parts of 
Hungary, to be chosen by the scouts them- 
selves. 

Special arrangements are being made by 
the rail and shipping companies for the 
transport of the large numbers of scouts who 
will attend this Jamboree, and it is under- 
stood that the fares are wonderfully cheap. 
It is hoped that the Irish Free State will be 
represented by a contingent of some seventy 
scouts and a scout pipers’ band.

‘CELLO AND PIANOFORTE. 


Gaspar Cassado, the famous ‘cello player, 
and Madame Ginlietta von Mendeissuln 
Gordigiani, are already familiar artists ct 
the Royal Dublin Society, so that it was not 
surprising to find the ph ecc Hall well 
filied at both recitals yesterday. It was an 
admirable | has which these players 
had. selected, embracing, in the afternoon, 
compositions by Mozart, Bram and 
Beethoven, and at night works by Luigi 
Boccherini, Schumann, and a group from 
later-day composers. 

In the afternoon the outstanding work was 
the Grande Sonata by Beethoven, Opus 69, 
in A major, for violoncello and pianoforte. 
In their playing yesterday, M. Cassado and 
Madame Gordigiani brought out the extra- 
ordinary variety, the richness and elasticit 
of the composer’s design. The Scherzo, wit 
its infectious tripping rhythm, was also ex- 
Guisitely handled, and showed what masters 
of technique were both players. 

In the Brahms Sonata in E minor there 
was the same deep understanding of the 
piece and excellent team work. 

_ The Mozart, a transcription by Gaspar 
Cassado of the Sonata in F major, was 
played with typical Mozartian atmosphere. 

At the evening performance the instru- 
mentalists gave a beautiful reading of the 
Concerto in D major by Luigi Boccherini. 
The recitalists brought out the expressive 
melody, dignified style and richness of ideas 
of the composer. Their playing of the 
Phaptasiestuc se (Op. 73) of Schumann was 
full of fanciful imagery, and there was 
plenty of fire about the third movement. 

Not the least interesting works of the 
SMA recital was a sonata in the Old 
Spanish Style, composed by the ’celloist, M. 
Cassado. In three. movements, its lay-out is 
interesting, the ' introduction . giving the 
cello rare opportunity for fine, bad tone. 
The Allegro isa eprightly composition, 
rather gepeestive of the Irish jig, and is 
followed by a stately movement, rather sug- 
estive of a lament—again one fancied a 
eltic strain through this.

A FILM.OF THE WEEK. 


‘JUSTICE OR SALE " AT 
THE SAVOY. 


—— > 


The effect of recent happenings has been 
very noticeable of late in American films. The 
Wall street. crash and the resulting depres- 
sion have abated some of the nation’s blind 
worship of big business; while Chicago “ gun 
men '” and the Lindbergh affair have lessened 
its pride in American civilisation as a whole. 
We can find a new spirit of self-criticism— 
almost of humility — reflected in the latest 
American films, of which ‘‘ Justice for Sale’’ 
ls one. It is a curious and interesting 

icture from this point of view, 
hat of a corrupt judge who “ frames up” 
an innocent victim in order to conceal his 
own misdoings, and is finally brought to 
book, lt is told in a melodramatic way 
(there is the usual mysterious murder and 
tha usual court scene), and there is little in 
the ingredients to mark it out from any of 
the other ‘‘Sensational’’ ‘films we see from 
time to time. 

Where it does differ from most of the 
others, apart from the fine acting of Phillips 
Holmes and Walter Huston, is in its sinceritv. 
The taxi-driver and his wife, so suddenly and 
so horribly involved in disgrace and imprison 
ment, are really human figures, and the film 
itself has a strength and vitality that cause 
one to forget its sensationalism and to think 
only of the problem it raises. 

A good deal has been said about the per 
nicious influence of the films, but pictures 
such as this may in time rouse the American 
consciehae to do something about the corrup- 
tion that is steadily undermining public and 
private life in that country. The value of 
these films is not lessened, but heightened, by 
their sensationalism ; the problem is addressed 
to the plain people, and stated in terms 
which they can understand—the villain, ‘he 
hero, the beautiful, but oppressed, woman, and 
the happy ending. To put the case without 
the help of melodrama is to address oneself 
to a much smaller public, and to one which is 
well aware of the situation already. 

Some of the details in “ Justice for Sale ”' 
are sordid, but necessary for the atmosphere 
of the story. In this the Film Censor must 
be congratulated; for by holding his hand he 
has refrained from spoiling a very interesting 
and powerful film, |

| THE REGISTER OF 
VOTERS. 

CITIZENS’ DUTY TO 

ENSURE ACCURACY.

The period in which persons might make 
objections to names on tne register 
of Free State voters closed yesterday. 
By the 26th of this month many 
eople may find that these objections 

ave been held good—that they have no 
longer the right to vote. It is incumbent cn 
every citizen to make certain that his or her 
name is on the voters’ lists. The lists may 
be seen at the Post Offices and Civic Guard 
Stations, and other places. There mere 
inspection of the “ A ” list will show whether 
they are on the existing register, and inspec- 
tion of the “C” list will make known to 
any person whether an objection has been 
made by somebody who seeks to deprive 
them of their right. 

Until February 26th each citizen may 
make a claim to appear on the register of 
voters if not already included. If they have 
been objected to, they may make good their 
claim and have their names inserted in the 
new register. Persons not on the lists, or 
persons who have been objected to, should at 
once notify the County Registrars and prefer 
their claims. In case of difficulty the Parlia- 
mentary and municipal representatives of 
their areas of residence should be notified 
and requested to forward the claims for 
votes. 

The Dublin municipal lists can be seen, 
among other places, at the City Hall, where 
the City Manager may be notified of a claim 
to vote or of a wrongfui objection. 

In view of the near approach of the 
municipal elections, in June this year, nobody 
should neglect to secure his or her vote, as 
it is most important that ratepayers should 
safeguard themselves, in the persons they 
elect, from crushing rates It is above all 
to be desired that every person on the register 
should vote.

Few things, he said, seemed more elusive 
to define than the word “Irishman.” In any 
halt-dozen Irishmen, when argument got. hot, 
a minority, if not one, was only too likely 
to go home saying to himself: “ What, do 
vou call them fellas Trish?” 
~ “*T admit for myself,’’ said the lecturer, 
“that the farther North it is the more I 
feel myself at home, which is only a way of 
saving that I feel them to be more Irish.”’ 
the Connacht people seemed to him more 
Irish than the Munster men, and the Donegal 
men than the Munster men. Cork was en- 
tirely beyond him. 

There was such a thing as being Irish, and 
jit was most intangible to define, and as 
tenuous and as real as a spider's web. Let it 
he tested by denying the right of a Belfast 
Orangeman or a Cork ex-Unien.st to call him- 
self an Irishman, and one could not be sure 
which explosion would be the more violent— 
that in the Belfast or that in the Cork accent. 

‘There is something that binds us all 
together,” declared the lecturer, “‘ and makes 
us rush to one another’s bosoms if we meet 
in the middle of China. There is a sacred 
name, that of Ireland, and it was made long 
ago by the poets; not by the politicians, 
That is, perhaps, why it is the more real and 
the more lasting.’’ 

The word “' Anglo-Irish ' came out pro- 
minently of late im a famous controversy 
about the new Academy of Letters. Stung 
by various goads, its most skilled defender, 
“ A.K.,'” wrote a smashing reply, in which 
he spoke of the Gaeltacht as ‘‘a clotted mass 
of ignorance and superstition.” 

The lecturer proceeded to give a little his- 
torical disquisition as to how the word 

Angio-Irish ” arose, and what justification 
there was for it, 


THE UNION, 


The Union deprived the Anglo-Irish of 
their political ascendancy, and within thirty 
years Fmancipation Acts apparently ended 
tne Anglican monopoly of posts and Parla- 
ment 

‘Actually we know,” said Professor 
Curtis, “that the Protestant Ascendancy, 

atever the laws might say, was in every 
field a living fact up to recent times.”’ ; 

Let them face the actual present. Every- 
body with any intelligence knew what was 
implied in the word, ‘** Anglo-Irish.” Every- 
body of generons feeling to whom the word 
could be applied felt that it was an anomaly 
and a thing out of date, probably not even 
as sound as a racial description, offensive to 
others and unjust to themselves. All the 
evidence of the history of surnames, of 
pedigree, indicated that the so-called Anglo- 
Irish were linked by blood and the soil to 
the old Imsh and the-old English in no small 
degree. Take the Irish language alone. There 
could be few natives of Ireland, including 
many sturdy Orangemen, whose ancestors had 
not at one time or another spoken Irish. 

What an anomaly it Bail be if they read 
that in Seotland there was a race which went 
on, or was allowed to go on, calling itself 
Anglo-Scottish, and boasting that its blood, 
or rathepg-its better part, was derived from 
over the+border long ago. 


QUEER SURVIVALS. 


The Scot at large would soon deal with 
such a peculiar people. “ Bat this is a 
strange: country,” remarked the lecturer, 
“and tolerant of queer survivels.”’ 

The real defect in Irish history was the 
failure to accomplish an Irish nationality. 
his was the defect of the (Catholic and 
oi the Protestant Anglo-Irish after them. It 
must be accomplished in their own day, and 
one of the contributions to be made was that 
people of authority, from. ' A.E.’’ down, 
must stop talking about “ Anglo-Irish’’ and 
substitute the common name of Irishman for 
the appellations of Protestant,. Presbyterian 
and Catholic Irishmen; as was Wolfe Tone’s 
object, ' 

Concluding, Professor Curtis said that he 
considered that the term,-‘‘Irish Protestant,” 
was the right. substitution for ‘‘ Anglo- 
Irish,’’ because it really expressed what was 
meant; people of English descent who had 
become a permanent and important element 
in this country, wnd of whom ohe could say 
that a difference ‘of religion did not make 
them any the less Irish; while the term, 
“ Anglo-lrish,’’ seemed to separate them in 
some way frem the -Jrish nation.

A NATIONAL. DIVIDEND. 


HE statistics of road accidents in the 
Irish Free State during 1932, compiled 
by the Civic Guard authorities, show 

that during last year 202 persons lost their 
lives in road traffie accidents. 2,934 
were injured. Eighteen more people were 
killed than in the previous year. 
_ From 1987 to 1 989 persons were killed 
in traffic accidents on the public roads of the 
Free State. 14,882 were injured, 
In 1952, 160 fatal accidents were caused 
by mechanically propelled vehicles, fifteen by 
horse-drawn vehicles, and twenty-two by 
pedal cycles. In the same year there were, 
in all, 2,674 fatal and non-fatal accidents, 
the number of non fatal accidents being 2,477. 
Of the non-fatal accidents, 1,802 were caused 
by motor vehicles. The number of killed 
and injured in 1932 was 3,136, as compared 
with 3,054 in 1981. 


IN DUBLIN. 


The statistics for the area of the Civic 
Guard, Dublin Metropolitan Division, show 
an increased number of mortalities, but a 
decrease in non-fatal accidents, as compared 
with 1951. In 1932 fifty-two persons were 
killed in the Dublin area, and 1,221 injured. 
Forty-nine were killed in 1931, and 1,279 
injured. 

Since 1927, 259 fata) accidents occurred, 
and 7,940 persons were injured,

While it con- 
tinues to exist there never can be real 
prosperity or real happiness «mong the 
people. Slum clearance is a task in which 
every citizen can co-operate, and in its 
performance political, retigious and social 
differences can be buried. If the Ccrp-ra- 
tion appeals for money, there wil! be no 
lack of response. Alderman Kelly's 
announcement is cheerful news for Dublin. 


Road Accidents. 


We print to-day the record, compiled by 
the Civic Guard, of road accidents in the 
Free State during 1932. To anybody who 
takes the trouble to examine them 
in detail they will afford a highly 
interesting study.. In the main, how- 
‘ever, they ‘afford disquieting evidence 
of the risks which beset human life 
and limb even in a country whose 
motor population—most of the accidents 
are listed in the category headed ‘ from 
mechanically propelled vehicles '—is so 
thin as that of the Free State. During 1952 
a total number of 202 persons was killed 
on Free State roads, as compared with a 
total of 184 in the preceding year; 2,954 
persons were injured, in comparison with 
2,870 for 1931. Looking over the com- 
parative figures for the past six years, we 
find that the number of fatal accidents 
during 1932 surpasses the number for any 
of those years except 1929, a particularly 
deadly salons.

War in the Air. 


Yesterday the Air Commission of the 
Disarmament Conference considered ‘‘ the 
possibility of the entire abolition of 
military and naval aircraft.’’ It was con- 
fronted at the very outset with a virtually 
insuperable barrier to the fulfilment of its 
dream. AjJl nations realise that fighting 
aircraft must multiply the horrors of the 
next war, and all are anxious that such 
horrors shall be averted.

In such 
circumstances, the dangers to a Britain 
which had divested herself of her fighting 
aircraft would be appalling. The greater 
part of her commercial] aircraft is at all 
times overseas. A sudden war would take 
it by surprise, and London would be de- 
fenceless under air attack from the 
numerous and swiftly transformed civil 
machines of a hostile power or powers. 
The only sure result of an internationalisa- 
tion of commercial air transport would he 
the crippling of Britain’s.great and .2x- 
panding enterprise in the air. 

The Marquess of Londonderry was 
content to poz: the main problem, but 
he might have gone farther. A case can 
be made for all fighting air forces on the 
ground that, if they intensify the horrors 
of future war, they will shorten war—that 
the frightfulness of the blow will find 
compensation in its quickness and finality. 
Britain has established the case in another 
way. Since the end of the Great War 
the Royal Air Force, on at least a dozen 
occasions, has been a potent agent of 
civilisation, a cheap, efficient and merci- 
ful instrument of peace. It has main- 
tained the par Britannica large 
of the world’s surface with a 
minimum expenditure of blood and 
treasure. Experience has established the 
enormous value of aircraft for police work 
in the Middle East, in Africa and on the 
North-West Frontier of India. Another 
Afghan war was averted when the Royu! 
Air Force, in the winter of 1928, rescued 
six hundred men, women and children of 
eleven different nationalities from Kabul. 
Virtually without loss of life, the Roya! 
Air Force has prevented savage risings in 
the Aden Protectorate, in Iraq and in 
the Sudan. In other words, this Force

The Slum Problem. 


Dublin’s citizens of every shade of 
opinion will welcome the statement which 
was made. by Alderman T. Kelly, T.D,, 
yesterday, on the subject of slum clearance. 
The Housing Committee of the Corpora- 
tion, of which Alderman Kelly is chair- 
man, has drawn up a scheme which will

SCENE. ON DUBLIN QUAYS. 


——— 


The first. Great Northern Railway Com- 
pny omnibus to make the journey between 
Dundalk and Dublin since the railway 
strike began three weeks ago, was 
partly destroyed when set on fire in Dublin 
by a crowd which gathered on Eden quay 
yesterday afternoon shortly before the ‘bus 
was due to leave on its return journey. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing the omnibus arrived with a number of 
passengers, and the driver, Hugh Lewis, 
reported that he had not been interfered 
with in any way on his way from Dun- 
dalk. Several Civic Guards were on duty 
near the 'bus while it was being prepared 
for its northward journey at about one 
o'clock, and a crowd had gathered on the 
quay as if anticipating some disturbance. 


Some of the younger members of the 


crowd, youths between the ages of 18 and 
29, were passing loud-voiced comments on 
“ blacklegs,’’ when suddenly the crowd 
broke and rushed towards the omnibus, 
sweeping the Guards away. 


LIGHTING THE PETROL. 


Apparently one of them succeeded in 
disconnecting the autovac, through which 
the petrol flows, and ignited the petrol ; 
for the bonnet of the vehicle was quickly 
enveloped in flames. The driver made an 
attempt to climb into the seat to seize a 
hand-pump fire extinguisher, but received 
a rough handling by some members of the 
crowd, who hustled him towards the wall 
of the River Liffey, with the obvious inten- 
tion of throwing him in. A Civic Guard 
went to his rescue and after a hard fight 
succeeded in breaking up the party. 

A number of additional Guards had 
arrived on the scene, together with three 
sections of the Fire. Brigade, by this time, 
and the flames were quickly extinguished 
with hand-pumps. . While the firemen 
were at work members of the crowd were 
appealing to them to leave the ‘bus alone 
und let it burn itself out. 

The Civic Guards dispersed the crowd, 
but detained two young men, who were 
removed in a pwlice car to Store street 
barracks. Later they were taken to the 
Dublin District Court. 

The engine and front of the omnibus 
were badly damaged and it was unable to 
make its return journey to Dundalk. It 
was later towed away to the garage. 


POLICE COURT CHARGE. 


Phillip Clarke and James McCormack 
(both aged 20) were charged in the District 
Court later in the afternoon with common 
assault and malicious damage to an 
omnibus. 

They were remanded until -Thursday, 
bail being allowed.

GREASED RAILS. 
eS : 
TRAIN HELD UP ON INCLINE. 


The London, Midland and Scottish ran 
a heavy goods train on the narrow gauge 
line to Ballyclare yesterday evening. This 
was the first train to be run on the 
narrow gauge line since the strike com- 
menced. The train carried a consignment. 
of coal and china clay for the Ballyclare 
Paper Mill, Two engines, driven. by 
volunteers, were requisitioned in view of 
the steep gradient, and the train's load. 

All went well until the train reached a 
sharp incline a short distance from the 
town station, and here it refused to pro- 
ceed further. 

It was then found that grease had been 
placed on the rails, with the result that 
the wheels could not grip them. Sand 
was procured and applied to the rails with 
satisiactory results. 

_ A second attempt was then made on the 
incline, and this time the train overcame 
the gradient without any difficulty. 


RESPONSIBILITY DENIED. 


_At a meeting of the Larne Branch of the 

National Union of Railwaymen and Asso- 
ciated Society of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen to-day reference was made to 
reports that the narrow gauge rails were 
greased or soaped for a aa train, and 
a resolution was passed denying respon- 
sibility for the alleged greasing. ‘ We 
would condemn such action,' the resolu- 
tion stated. ‘‘ We understand the line 
was inspected by railway officials prior. to 
the departure of the train.” 


INCIDENT AT BELFAST 
DOCKS. 


An incident took place at the Heysham 
shed, Belfast, to-day in connection with 
the removal on railway motor lorries of 
traffic which was in the course of transit 
up to the night of the strike, and had 
since been held up, Arrangements had 
been completed over the week-end between 
the Union concerned and the railway com- 
panies for the loading of the lorries by 
voluntary labour. 

After several of the lorries had been 
loaded, it was contended that the volun- 
teers were not confining themselves to the 
traffic specified. The carters as a conse- 
quence threatened to stop work, and in the 
end the loading of the lorries was dis- 
continued. 

Alderman McCurdy, Organiser of the 
Amalgamated Transport and Genera] 
Workers’ Union, said this evening that 
there had been a misunderstanding about 
the removal of the goods, and that the 
matter was being considered by the Union. 


A PICKET’S LAPSE. 


John Ellis, Nelson street, pleaded 
guilty at the Belfast Custody Court to- 
day to the larceny of a bottle of sauce, 
and was sentenced to seven days’ imprison- 
ment, with hard Jabour. 

Evidence was given that the accused was 
doing picket duty at the premises of the 
Belfast Steamship Company in connection 
with the railway strike, and while so 
engaged he broke open a case and took 
the bottle of sauce and placed jt in his 
pocket. When a policeman approached 
he threw it away.

FOR THE DAIL. 


COST -OF RELIEF

LOSS OF INCOME FROM 
UNTENANTED LANDS. 


By Our PoL1TICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


ETAILS of a series of supplementary 
estimates to be introduced when the 

Dail meets next week have been circulated 
to deputies. They include an item of 
£15, for railways. The chief portion 
of this—namely, £15,000—consists of pay- 


} ments to railway companies in respect of 


wages. It is officially explained thut the 
sum is the amount estimated ‘‘to be re- 
uired to provide the difference betwezn 
the rate of wages at present paid to rail- 
way employés in An Saorstat and the 
reduced rate which would have been pay- 
able had the award made by the Irish 
Railway Wages Board on 25th November, 
1932, been brought into y onthe from the 
26th December, 1932. Provision is here 
made for the period to the end of 
February, 1933. Further provision te 
vover March and April, amounting to 
£15,000, will be included ia the estimate 
for 1933-34.’’ 

It will be remembered that the Free 
State Government undertook to pay the 
difference between the existing wa and 
the reduction awarded by the Railway 
Wages Board to the companies operating 
in the Free State with a view to avoiding 
a strike, pending the introduction of Mr. 
Lemass’s “FE SÁ Bill, The Government 
subsidy was originally intended for the 
Great, Northern Railway Company: in 
respect of the portion of the line in the 
Free State, as well as the Great Southern 
Railways, but was withdrawn, so far as 
the Great Northern line was concerned, 
when the strike broke out on that system. 


THE TOTAL SUM. 


The total amount payable from the Free 
State Exchequer in connection: with the 
subsidy is apparently estimated at 
£30,000, one halt vee which will come out 
of the funds of the next financial year. 

Included in the same estimate is a sum 
of £660 which is necessary to meet the 
liability in respect of the loss on work- 
ing the Sligo-Belmullet-Killybecs steamer 
services for the period ended 31st October, 
19352, which was heavier than had been 
originaly estimated. 

The text of the Railways Bill, which was 
introduced on the day the Dail met, has 
not yet been circulated to deputies, but 
1s expected to be available during the next 
few days. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 
INSURANCE, 


Another supplementary estimate for 
£15,225 is for expenses in connection with 
Unemployment Insurance and Employ- 
ment Exchanges. This originally totalled 
£25,290, from which is deducted £10,065 
In respect of appropriations in aid; 
£9,590 is required for the provision of 
additional staff in the Employment Branch 
and increased remuneration of Branch 
Managers in connection with the adminis- 
tration of relief schemes; and for -addi- 
tional staff in the Claims and Record 
Office as a result of the increase in pay- 
ments of unemployment benefit. 

It also appears that an additional sum 
of £15,000 is required for contribution to 
the Unemployment Fund, “due to an un- 
foreseen increase in the sale of Unemploy- 
ment Insurance stamps.”’ 


LAND COMMISSION, 


A supplementary estimate in connection 
with the Land Commission of £83,455 is, it 
la stated, ''to provide for any deficiency of 
income from’ untenanted lands purchased 
under the Land Acts, 1923-31, required. to 
meet the half-yearly payments due to the 
Land Bond Fund of 43 per cent. on out- 
standing purchase moneys of such lands 
The original esti- 
mate under this head was £10,000, and 
the revised estimate £093,455. 

A number of other estimates, already 
passed by the last Dail, but not included 
in an Appropriation Act prior to the dis- 
solution, will be re-introduced formally 


during the coming session.

PROHIBITION REPEAL 
A STEP NEARER. 


LOWER HOUSE ENDORSES 
SENATE RESOLUTION, 


FRom Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, — 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 


The House of Representatives has passed 
the Senatorial Prohibition Repeal resolu: 
tion by 289 votes to 121. i 

The resolution, which was passed by the 
Senate last Thursday by 63 votes to 93, 
provides for protection for the “dry” 
States from the importation of liquor. 
from “wet” neighbours. 

Ratification of a repeal amendment has 
to be submitted to a Convention of 48 
States specially ehésen for the purpose. 
The resolution must be ratified by three- 
quarters of forty-eight State Conventions. 
It is not to be submitted to the President, 
being:a constitutional amendment. 

The next stage in the battle is to decide 
how the State Conventions—which must 
decide the fate of Prohibition—shall be 
summoned. Immediately after to-day’s 
vote in the House the “‘ wets ” introduced 
legislation to authorise Congress to cal] 
these Conventions in order to prevent 
“dry” politicians in doubtful States 
holding up repeal for years by delaying 
to summon the Conventions. 

The “ drys’’ intend to fight this legisla. 
tion’ bitterly in Congress, and if it is 
passed there they may carry the battle 
to the Supreme Court ,on the grounds 
that Congressional interference on such 
matters is unconstitutional.

When he was asked by the judge why 
he had planned to kill the Preside.t-elect, 
Zangara answered in broken English :—

here I decide kill him. I take picture of 
President my pocket when I go park. I 
no want shoot Cermak or anybody except 
Roosevelt. I aimed at him, but somebody 
moved my arm. They fools. They should 
have left me kill him.

AIR AND LAND 
DISARMAMENT. 


In the course of a oe article The 
Times to-day observes: At Geneva yester- 
day the Secretary of State for Air, Lord 
Londonderry, clearly defined the attitude 
of the British Government towards the 
proposal to abolish military and naval 
aviation—though he did not touch upon 
the alternative proposals ‘of restriction 
and reduction put forward by Sir John 
Simon on November 17th., The British 
Government are perfectly willing to sub- 
scribe to the complete abolition of naval 
and military aircraft and the prohibition 
of air bombardment, except for police 
purposes; but they must be satisfied first 
that, in the event of hostilities, civil air- 
craft will not be misused for military 
purposes. . 

The only condition made by the British 
Government, that the convention must be 
so framed as effectively to prevent all 
possibility ot the resources of civil avia- 
tion being used for military purposes in 
the event of an outbreak of hostilities, 
seems, on the face of it, to be frankly 
unattainable. It may be just as well that 
al] the difficulties should have been fully 
stated from the first, as they were stated 
yesterday by Lord Londonderry ; but there 
may be a certain regret that it was 
not possible for Great Britain to 
give a more constructive lead to the Air 
Committee at its first meeting. The next 
step must be for the Committee to agree, 
as soon as it can, upon a broad general 
line of approach to the air problem— 
whether it is to be by abolition, or réduc- 
tion, or regulation; and it should con. 
centrate as much as possible upon the 
abolition of the use of the bomb. 

In the meantime, adds The Times, a 
very important contribution has been made 
to the Disarmament Conference by the 
French delegation. When the question of 
effectives was taken up in the General Com-

‘‘ Communist terror acts are to be dealt 
with with the utmost severity, and if 
necessary weapons are to be used ruth- 
lessly. 

““Policemen who use their revolvers or 
guns in the exercise of their duties will be 
protected by me without regard to the 
consequences of their shooting. Every 
official must remember that omission of 
the measure is a worse offence than a mis- 
take committed in execution,”

66 Bex Government which I represent 
18 ge ai impresed with the 
potentialities of aircraft and the menace 
which a misuse of them would constitute 
to the civil population,” declared Lord 
Londonderry, Secretary of State for Air, 
addressing the Air Commission of the 
Disarmament Conference to-day on the 
Commission’s proposal ‘‘ to examine the 
possibility of the entire abolition of 
military and naval aircraft.’ 

“ Already aircraft exist,"’ continued 
the Minister, ‘‘ which could launch an 
air attack from one end of Eu to the 
other, and the whole world is. ming 
as one continent.”’ ' 

In view of these facts, said Lord Londón- 
derry, it was clear that “ the result of a 
mere abolition of military and naval air 
forces without effective means for the 
international control of civil aviation 
would only be to enhanee the menace of 
indiscriminate bombardment of the civil 
population of great cities.” a 

The problem before the Air Commission 
was, therefore, “to devise an effective 
regulation of civil aviation, such as will 
render feasible the abolition of naval and 
military aircraft, and the prohibition of 
air bombardment.” 


INTERNATIONAL CONTROL. 


Only if such a really effective scheme 
could be found, deckared the Minister, 
would the. British. Government be pre- 
pared to accept the abolition’ of naval and 
military. machines as set out in the 
British declaration of November 17th ; for 
otherwise the danger to the world’s peace 
would, in their judgment, be increased 
rather thane diminished. 5, 

Lord Londonderry then went on to place 
before the Commission a number of 
searching questions which would have to 
be answered in drawing up a scheme for 
the international control of aircraft. 
These included the following :— 

1—What conditions must be satisfied to 
prevent the misuse of. civil aircraft for 
warlike purposes, remembering that if 
military and naval air forces are abolished 
not only large air liners but any civil 
uircraft could be used for the purpose of 
uttack on large centres of population ? 

2—What measures could be taken to 
prevent the seizure of civil aircraft within 
its borders by a State which, in defiance 
of the Covenant of the League and other 
pacts, had determined on active aggression 
or a resort to war? 

3—Did international contr], to be 
effective, necessitate international owner- 
ship, and, if so, how was that to be 
applied ? 

4—hHow could effective control be estab- 
internal air lines and the 
number of  privately- 


lished over 
daily-increasing 
owned aircraft ?. 


FUTURE HORRORS, 


In conclusion, the British Air Minister 
pointed out that aviation was or in its 
infancy, and that they were considering a 
convention to safeguard the future as 
much as the present. 

The British delagation were, however, 
filled with a keen ‘desire and an earnest 
determination to contribute, if at all pos- 
sible, to a practicable scheme which would 
give all nations a real protection against 
horrors to which imagination could put no 
limit, while preserving for their use the 
beneficent development of peaceful flying.

FOUR VEHICLES IN ROAD 
COLLISIONS.

Charles Ferris, Newry, came round the 
bend, and being confronted by the road- 
way blocked with cars, also skidded in 
an attempt to pull up, and crashed into 
Mr. Osborne’s car. Mrs. Batchen, who 
was sitting in one of the two cars at the

All of the injured people were taken to 
the Dublin Road Hospital near-by in an 
ambulance which came on the scene, and 
after the local Guards had taken measure- 
ments the damaged vehicles were removed 
and the roadway opened.to traffic again.

LORD LYTTON’S BLUNT 
WORDS ON THE CRISIS.

‘The attitude of the Japanese General 
Staff is that of the Prussian General Staff 
from 1870-1914,’’ declared Lord Lytton in 
a striking speech to-night at a meeting 
organised by the Nouvelle Ecole de la 


Paix. í 


“Japan does not appear to have kept 
pace with the latest developments of 
olitical thought and practice which have 
ore oing on in the West. 

‘The international relationship of the 
States in the post-war world are governed 
by the Covenant of the League of Nations 
and the terms of the Kellogg Pact. It 1s 
no longer possible for a country to be the 
sole arbiter of the action it may take in 
pursuit of national interests. The General 
Staff of every country is necessarily subject 
to-day not merely to the control of its 
national Government, but to the obliga- 
tions’ of these international instruments. 

“That is a fact which appears in- 
sufficiently appreciated in Japan, and the 
failure to appreciate it has produced the 
Far Eastern crisis.’’ 


COMMUNISM’S SPREAD. 


Referring to China, Lord Lytton said :' 
“ How can China be helped, and l.ow soon 
can the establishment of a strong Central 
Government be accomplished ? hese are 
questions of immediate urgency In that 

art of the world. The fact that most 
impressed itself on my mind when in 
China was the colossal man-power of the 
country: The future of China eg be 
wrapped up in the questions—how, when, 
saat te heen will this splendid manhood 
be given the unifying force of national 
consciousness ? 

“Geneva or Moscow? The shadow of 
that great question is cast on the East, as 
it is upon the West. At present China 
has chosen Geneva, but, if Japan should 
persist in her present policy, and Geneva 
snould fail, the choice may be, however 
reluctantly, reversed. 

‘ Japan fears. the spread into Korea of 
Russian Communism, and she sees with 
anxiety the rising tide of Chinese Com- 
munism from the South. Nanking could 
have welcomed her help in resisting both, 
but instead Japan has chosen to interpose 
by force a ‘ buffer State ' of her own crea- 
tion in Manchuria, which cannot but in- 
crease the very danger it is meant to 
guard against. 

“ When I used the word Japan I must 
not be misunderstood. The Japanese 
people have always been sincere and 
enthusiastic in support of the League of 
Nations, but the Japanese General Staff, 
which for the moment controls the Govern- 
ment of Japan, believes that it can suc- 
cessfully defy both Moscow and Geneva.

DOCTOR’S DEATH. |

PECULIAR CASE OF 
DROWNING, 


From OUR CoRRFESPONDENT, 
MACROOM, Monday. 


A verdict of “ accidental drowning ” was 
returned at an inquest held here to-day on 
Dr. William Richardson, a native of Macroom, 
whose body was found in the River Sullane at 
Coolcower on Sunday morning. 

Evidence was given which showed that t*e 
doctor had been absent from home since 
Friday morning. He used to walk by the 
river bank a good deal. He was a keen 
sportsman. i 

Dr. O'Donoghue said that the body pre- 
sented a peculiar condition of post-mortem 
rigidity and—another unusual condition in 
cases of drowning—there was an absence ol 
frothing from the nose and n.outh, indicating 
that Dr. Richardson did not breathe in the 
watc>. The witness concluded from the 

sition of the hands and legs that Dr. 

ichardson made no struggle when immersed. 
The rigidity of the muscles suggested that he 
must have had some kind of convulsive fit. 
He had no doubt that death was accidental. 

This view was borne out by Sergeant 
O'Connor, who said that Dr, Richardson fell 
from a height of twelve feet.into two and a 
half feet of water.

SCHEME. 


EXPERTS. TO EXAMINE 
THE SITE,

GALWAY, Monday. 

The scheme for establishing. terminal 
ocean port with a trans-continental airport 
is arousing great interest, and to-morrow 
engineering and financial experts from Ger- 
many, Holland and Switzerland will arrive in 
Galway to examine the project on the spot. 
On Wednesday morning Sir Alan Cobham 
and Mr. Maxwell Ayrton, who has already 
prepared a report on the scheme, will arrive 
to deal with the gga ~ rt. Mr. C. 
E. Clendining an r, W. N. Binns, the 
Harbour Engineer, will receive the visitors 
in Galway, and will go into the details of the 
scheme. : 

The delegates from Germany comprise the 
Chief Engineer of Messrs. Hochtief, con- 
structional engineers, Essen, and Herr 
Hafels, representing Messrs. Demag, con- 
sulting engineers, and the Dutch will be 
represented by a director of Messrs, A. 
Volker, of Rotterdam. A party of Swiss 
engineers will arrive on Thursday or Friday. 
Herr Gysling, representing Swiss financial 
and industrial intérests, has already visited 
Ireland in conneétion with the scheme” and 
discussed the matter with Sir John Griffith, 
the Engineer-in-Chief. Switzerland is in- 
terested in securing a portion of the American 
traffic through Galway and arranging if pos- 
sible for Swiss interests. to’ participate in the 
roposed international syndicate which will 
be formed to bring the scheme into opera- ' 
tion. 


HALIFAX.TO.GALWAY. _ 


Mr. Clendining informed me to-night that 
before leaving London he discussed the pre- 
sent position of the project at length with 
the Marine Department of the Canadian Go- 
vernment. Information has been — 
by experts to show that Halifax is óne of the 
finest natural harbours. in the world. ; 

Sir John .Griffith’s report, which has been 
submitted to. the British, Canadian and Free 
State Governments, permits of forty feet of 
water at the proposed piers at. Furbough at 
low tide, with a six-mile rail connection from 
the pier to the Great Western terminus at 
Galway. The first stage of the development 
will cost. between two and-a-half; and three 
million pounds. Mr. Maxwell Ayrton’s re- 
port, which has also been submitted; to the 
interested Governments, favours an aerodrome 
westward of the breakwater and running 
alongside it for over eight hundred yards. 
This aérodrome, which will be thirteen hun- 
dred yards long by one thousand’ yards wide, 
will extend between the breakwater and 
Furbough strand, and will comprise the most 
interesting part of the scheme. A high sea 
wall five feet above the highest tide will be 
built out as far as the six fathom line. Sand 
will be pumped from the bed of the bay by 
manaí. suction rumps within this area 
compressed and levelled to provide a runway 
for the largest nger ’planes.
